assent from that Council Wbhatsoever. 
If it were only for the wike uf 
appeeruncea the Council ought to prooeed 
wall greater dekbcratUlu in Ihua fiilnlling thr 
highest u-uat nuvwl in them, the trust <n the 
pubblic moneys. He knew well— none were 
more sensible than be was that the power of 
that Huuse to nfulate ud control tin- expen- 
diture had gone from them. But though it 
had done bo, to throw from Ihitm all cunaiiJer- 
utitin of the dutiea they had undertaken - to 
pica, with thia untoward haauj the estimates 
through the Uouae Waa, to aay the least of it, 
very indecent. (Ironical cheats from the it.,, 
verninenl benehoe. 1 llonorabio memburs 
might sneer, but be should imagine that 
such .1(1011 and llladiaguuctl neglect ef all sp- 
peiuTance ot representative legislation must give 
the public a very poor opinion of that Counuil. 
He now canto to another reason why be muat 
protest against thia hasty propuaal of the Eati- 
mstes, and thai waa because Ibi'V were not yet 
ill a position to know what their moans 
would be. Who waa there ambmg them 
wiae and far acriug rnnugli to nay whether the 
Council would agree to uua prtruoaal of aaacaa- 
metit or not i The hao. and learned member 
for Sydney had protested against it.
